London, Dec. 15 - .— The Globe this 
afternoon says: "It is understood that 
important negotiations are proceeding, 
if not completed, whereby Great Britain 
will derive considerable commercial 
benefits in the opening up of China, 
adding that an English syndicate had 
obtained a concession to construct and 
maintain a long railroad which will be a 
powerful counter check to Russian de- 
signs. 

A dispatch from (Jape Town to the 
Daily Mail says that the burning of 
Cecil Rhodes' country house was, the 
work of an incendiary. 

Thomas F. Bayard, U. S. ambassador, 
and Mrs. Bayard, will be the' guests of 
Lord Middleton at Hirdsall house, York- 
shire, during the Christmas holidays. 

Li Hung Chang has bought a residence, 
and intends to reside in Peking. Ho has 
ordered Herr Detring, the Chinese com- 
missioner of customs, to go there. 

The committee of the French chamber 
of deputies on the legion of honor bill 
recommends that the maximum number 
of chevaliers shall be limited to 12,000. 

The Daily News has a despatch from 
Berlin with reference to rumors of re- 
prisals against American petroleum. It 
is said that the German consumers are 
likely to Buffer more by this move than 
the American exporters, Russia alone 
being scarcely able to supply Germany. 

The defeat of the German government 
over the judicial procedure amendment 
bill, which has been under discussion 
for two years in the reichstag, is due to 
the defection[of the centrists. The ma- 
jority of the reichstag insisted upon cer- 
tain amendments, upon which the gov- 
ernment decided to. drop the bill. 

Rev. Dr. Barrows, president of the 
Parliament of Religions, landed at Bom- 
bay to-day. He was warmly welcomed 
by representatives of the various religi- 
ous committees. Dr. Barrows remains 
in India three months, giving the Has- 
kel lectures on Christianity. 

It is stated on good authority that 
there are no new developments in the 
Eastern question. The powers for 
months past have been discussing the 
different, plans to bring about a better 
administration of the Turkish empire. 
A number of notes on the subject have 
been presented to the Porte. Tho Rus- 
sian ambassador, M. de Nfelidoff, on his 
return to Constantinople from St. Pe- 
tersburg, will make another presenta- 
tion of the demand of the powers, and 
the Sultan is expected to agree to them 
in due course of time. 

The Times Berlin correspondent gays 
that the porte has recalled Said Eddin 
Pasha, the porte's special envoy to 
Crete, in accordance with the joint com- 
mand of the [lowers. Said Eddin was 
accused of thwarting tho reforms in 
Crete promised by Turkey to the powers. 

A Times dispatch from Berlin says 
that tho reichstag having rejected tho 
judicial proceeduro amendment bill, it 
is probable the same fate will befall the 
scheme for the reform of the military 
court. 

The French appeal court has confirm- 
ed the sentence of two years imprison- 
ment upon Etnile Arton for bribery in 
connection with the Panama scandal. 

M. Phillippe Eugene Cussart, radical 
deputy for the first division of Laon, is 
dead. 

A dispatch to the Observer from Rome 
says that Premier Di Rudini is desirous 
of bringing about the dissolution of par- 
liament, hoping thereby to preserve the 
radical vote, the especial object of which 
is to bring about an abandonment of the 
triple alliance for the purpose of forming 
an alliance with France. 

A dispatch from Singapore says tho 
natives of Minandano island, which after 
Luzon is the largest of the Philippine 
islands, have revolted and many native 
troops are deserting to the insurgents, 
The situation in Manila is full of 
anxiety. A dispatch to the Imparcial 
from Singapore admits that there has 
been a general massacre at Cavita, a 
fortified seaport town op the island of 
Luzon. It adds that a hundred and 
fifty prisoners revolted, killing six 
soldiers, seized arms and tried to raise 
the native inhabitants against tho 
Harrison. Continuing these advices say 
the revolt failed.. 

A Times dispatch from Berlin says 
that an explosion occurred on Saturday 
afternoon in the Moabite quarter in the 
house of the scientist, George Isaac, who 
was experimenting with tiie manufac- 
ture of acetyline gas. Isaac and three 
assistants were blown to atoms. It is 
stated that Emperor William had in- 
tended to visit Mr. Isaac's laboratory, as 
his experiments had'attraeted tho Em- 
peror's attention. 

The London Amnesty Association has 
taken up the defence of Edward Ivory, 
alias Bell. Messrs. Day, Russell and 
Brougham have been instructed as soli- 
citors, and at their request, upon the 
ground of their recent introduction to 
the case, the treasury has consented to 
postpone the case until the January 
sessions at the Old Bailey. It will prob- 
ably be called January 11. 

Lo Temps announces that an inter- 
national conference of tho representa- 
tives of Germany, Austria, Belgium, 
France and Russia will meet at Paris in 
March of next year for tho purpose of 
considering the best means of bringing 
about tho abolition of tho sugar boun- 
ties, 

The great dockers' strike at Hamburg 
is practically ended, and numbers of the 
strikers are returning to work. The 
railway announces that in future there 
will be prompt delivery oi freight. - 

The members of tho S ulors and Fire- 
men's Union, of Clyde, have decided to 



strike if the increaso in wages is 
granted. It is said in the event 
strike tho dock workers of New 
and along the Mersey will refuse to un- 
load vessels coming from Glasgow 

The viceroy of India has sent a state- 
ment by cable to the effect that the past 
week has been rainless. Owing to pre- 
vious rains, however, the number of 
thoso requiring relief has been reduced 
from twenty-live to thirty per cent. 
Rains at Bombay have considera- 
bly reduced the area of distress. 
Late sowings continue at Bombay 
and Madras. At most places rain 
is needed later in the season for the 
purpose of maturing farm products. 
Spring crop conditions are favorable. 
Winter rains in the northwest provinces 
are reported to have been tairly abun- 
dant. In the northeast and central pro- 
vinces prices have risen again, the ad- 
vance being a sharp one. In the Deccan 
district and elsewhere prices are sta- 
tionary or falling. Over L'321,700 have 
been expended on relief work. 

The president of Peru to-day granted 
an audience to Mr. Fisliback, an inspec- 
tor of the United States consulate, and 
who has as one object of his visit, to se- 
cure an advisory board for the South 
American museum established in Phila- 
delphia. The president manifested great 
interest in the idea of the museum, and 
promised to give tho project every sup- 
port in his power. 

During the budg6t debate in the 
reichstag at Vienna, Staturday, Herr 
Vassatti violently attacked the triple 
alliance, and declared it was formed by 
Bismarck from necessity after Germany 
had been rebuffed by Russia. Herr 
Monger replied, stating that the triple 
alliance formed the basis of the policy of 
Austria, and his party, he added, hoped 
it would soon be made a permanent poli- 
tical league. 

The marriage occurred to-day of Miss 
Carrie Backus, an American, and Mr. 
Albert Bennett, an Englishman, the 
ceremony being performed by Bishop 
Sterling, of the Falklands. The most 
distinguished members of the resident 
English and American society, as well 
as the oflicers of the U.S. cruiser Phila- 
delphia were present at the wedding, 
which was a notable society event. 

A Berlin dispatch to the Daily News 
says it is rumored that the government 
will submit to the reichstag a plan for a 
new artillery which will involve great 
expenditure, Prussia's share footing up 
!?4:-i,750,O0O. 

•At the annual meeting of the new Pa- 
nama canal company, the report which 
was presented expressed the conviction, 
with reference lo the Nicaraguan project, 
that the United States, on weighing 
what was being done, would recognize 
the Panama canal us the best for secur- 
ing their legitimate interests. The di- 
rectors expressed their increasing confi- 
dence in the possibility of the under- 
taking. 

It is unleretood that Baron de Cour- 
cel, the French ambassador in London, 
will retite early in 181)7 and will be suc- 
ceeded by the Marquis de Reverseau de 
Rouvray, at present ambassador to Mad- 
rid. 

The Chronicle's Berlin correspondent 
says it is reported that Baron Marschall 
von BieberBtein is seriously ill. 

The Sunday issue of tho Socialist 
Saschiscben Arbiter Zeitung, of Dresden, 
nas been confiscated and the editor ar- 
rested for lese tnajeste. 

John Stewart Bligh, sixth Earl of 
Darnley, is dead. He was born in 1827 
and was high steward of Gravesend. 
Lady Mary Bligh, a daughter of the'-Jate 
Earl, was found drowned in a pond at 
Cobham Hall near Gravesend in July 
last. She is believed to have committed 
suicide while suffering from despond- 
ency, due to an unfortunate love affair.

Government Urged to Purchase the

Interest in England in British Colum- 
bia— Cornwall Election— Free 
' Dairy School. 



(From Our Own Correspondent.) 
Ottawa, Dec. 15.— A large influx of 
Quebec politicians was here to-day to 
urge the purchase of the Baie de Cha- 
leurs railway by the government and op- 
erate it as a branch of the Intercolonial. 

The tariff commission left for Montreal 
to-night. 

Hon. Mr. Laurier will speak at Corn- 
wall to-morrow. 

Through trains between Ottawa and 
Parry Sound will commence to run on 
Monday next. 

Mr. Bostock is here en route to British 
Columbia from England. He says there 
is a great awakening of interest in Eng- 
land respecting British Columbia. 

Mr. Mara was here to-dav, and left for 
Toronto to-night. 

Tho free dairy school, under govern- 
ment auspices, will be held at Sussex, 
N. B., from January to March. Last 
year fifty-four Btudents attended a 
similar school. 

Local medical men to-night organized 
a branch of the British Medical Associ- 
ation Bimilar to those of Montreal, Hali- 
fax and Winnipeg. The parent bodv 
meets in Montreal in AugUBt next. 



TIIE FRENCH NAVY. 

Discussion in the Deputies on the Necessity 
of Its Being Materially Strengthened 
— Motion Rejected. 

Pahis. Dec. 15. — The discussion of the 
naval budget was continued to-day in 
the chamber of deputies. 

M. J. Dekerjegu, Finisterre, said that 
material progress in the construction of 
vrshoIb bad been made. The delay in 
building them had been reduced and 
the tendency was in tho direction of 
building homogenous groups in the 
different, clasHes. A general reorganiza- 
tion, however, was necessary, and the 
naval committee regretted that the 
French naval vote had been so much re- 
duced. It was impossible to equal Eng- 
land in the number of ships, but the 
French fleet ought to be of such a char- 
acter as to enable it to defend French 
independence and dignity everywhere. 

The Minister of Marine, Admiral 
Besnard, replied that the government 
intended to increase the number of ves- 
sels attached to tho channel squadron, if 
they obtained the necessary money, 'also 
to reinforce the Mediterranean squadron 
by several first-class ironclads, and to 
renew many of the torpedo boats. In 
conclusion the Minister of Marine pointed 
to the fact that the German lleet was be- 
ing considerably increased, and that in 
order to prevent France from falling into 
fatal inferiority, the government would 
shortly submit a bill to increase the 
strongtb of the navy. 

The general discussion of tho naval 
budget was then closed. M. Loekioy'a 
motion that the government spend 200,- 
000,000 francs, distributed over four 
years, on the navy, was opposed by Ad- 
miral Besnard M. Meline, the premier, 
and was rejected by a vote of 335 to 73. 
The Louso then adjourned. 

ALEXANDER SALVINI. 



London, Dec. 15. — Alexander Salvini, 
who was born at Rome, was the son of 
the Italian tragedian, Tomaeso Salvini; 
and went to school in Naples, Florence 
and Genoa. It was intended that he 
should become a civil engineer, and 
in 1881 lie went to tho United States 
for that purpose with Cliarles Chizzola. 
Instead, however, of looking for a place 
to develop his engineering abilities, 
young Salvini travelled with the Rossi 
company, and afterwards settled in New 
York to study English in order to"' bo 
able to use that language on the stage

Touonto, Dec. 15. — At the annual 
meeting of the East York Liberals yes- 
terday it was decided to push the peti- 
tion against W. F. McLean, who was de- 
clared elected by a majority of one, on a 
recount before Judge Macdougall. 

Dr. Montague's Explanation. 
Dunvii.le, Dec. 15.— Hon. Dr. Mon- 
tigue, being questioned regarding a 
Montreal dispatch which appeared in a 
Toronto paper to the effect that Hon. 
Mr. Haggart and he had refused to take 
part in the election contest in Cornwall, 
said that he was unable to go to Corn- 
wall at present because of some matters 
of a purely personal nature in which lie 
was interested. He added that he re- 
gretted it was impossible for him to visit 
Cornwall. 

Death of Major Greig. 

ToitoNio, Dec. 15.— Major George 
Gteig died at his residence here to-day 
aged eighty. 

The Tariff Inquiry. 

Montreal, Dec. 15. — The tariff com- 
missioners will begin work here to- 
morrow. The schedule of the time for 
Wednesday, Thursday and Friday is 
already full, while sufficient requests for 
hearings have been received to occupy 
more than Saturday. 



Canadian Repatriation. 
Ottawa, Dec, 15.— J. G. Woodland, a 
member of the staff of the Canadian- 
American, of Chicago, has a scheme to 
repatriate the Canadians who are now 
in the United States, and who have not 
been successful there. The inten- 
tion is to place them on lands in 
the Northwest. Air. Woodland is here 
to see the government in the matter, 
but nothing can be done until the re- 
turn of Mr. Sifton from the Northwest. 
Mr. Woodland says there are more Can- 
adians in Hie United States than there 
are in Canada. 

Welland Canal Closed. 
St. Catharines, Dec. 15. — Both the 
old and new canals were closed at 5 p.m. 
to-day for the winter. 

Rightly Served. 

Windsor, Dec. 15.— Willis Jordan, the 
aged negro, who persuaded Josephine 
Steele, aged 12 to marry him, and was 
convicted of perjury in" swearing that, 
she was 18 years old was to-day sen- 
tenced to five years in tho penitentiary.

VANCOUVER. 

Vancouvkb, Dec. 15.— The accident to 
Mr. J. D. Dal ton, of the Fraser River 
Mining and Dredging Co., which oc- 
curred some few weeks ago at Lytton 
had a fatal termination yesterday. It 
will be remembered that Air. Dal ton was 
caught in the machinery of a dredge 
which necessitated the amputation of 
one of his legs on Sunday, from which 
he was unable to rally. Tho funeral 
took place to-day under the auspices of 
Cascade lodge No. 12,'A. F. and A.M.

The 
police eay there is little fear of his re- 
turning to Vancouver and just as little 
of his crossing over to the States, as he 
is too well itnown both here and there, 
hut there does not appear to be any 
special effort being made to re-capture 
him. 

A. C. Stewart, principal of the Mount 
Pleasant school, who was accidentally 
shot a few weeks ago, has so far recov- 
ered from the effect of the accident to 
be able to be removed from the hospital 
to his resilience. 

Captain fclepworth, lately of the VVar- 
rimoo, left for England yesterday to | 
bring out the Aorangi, the new boat for 
the Canadian- Australian line. 

Lord anil Lady Sholto Douglas have 
arrived iu the city and are registered at 
the Manor House. His Lordship says 
he has come to British Columbia to es- 
cape the persecutions of the sensational 
American press and to shoot ducks. 

J. 0. Williams, lately manager of the 
Manor house, has left for England. He 
expects to return to the city early in the 
spring. 

Mr. Justice Dole held Supreme cham- 
bers yesterday, when a long list of 
matters was disposed of. 

A meeting of some of the electors of 
Ward -1 was held last night for the pur- 
pose of forming a municipal league for galena fre 
that ward. Officers and committees between 1 
were appointed and matters pertaining 
to the approaching municipal election 
discussed. 

Rev. Dr. Lucas lectured last night on 
imperial federation in the Homer street 
Methodist church. 

The city council held their usual 
weekly meeting last night, when a long 
discussion upon cemetery matters and 
the desirability of a new site being ob- 
tained occupied most of the time.

CARIBOO. 

IFrom tho B.C. Mining Journal. J 
Work at the North Star mine, near 
Quesnelle, is shut down. 

George B. Walker and three men are 
working a claim on the Bonaparte river 
about sixteen miles up tho Cariboo road. 

Some line locations have been made in 
the vicinity o£ Hat creek. 

Considerable work is being done on 
all the creeks in the vicinity of Barker- 
ville and Stanley. Ground" has been 
found on Cunningham creek which is re- 
ported to run over $2.50 a yard. 

Frequent mention has been made of 
the quicksilver mines at Savona, not far 
from Ashcroft. The discovery of cinna- 
bar in that section demonstrates the 
great variety of mineral which is being 
found in British Columbia. It is said it 
is the only place in the British empire 
where quicksilver is found. -Large 
bodies of low grade ore are now block 
out. Beside there are several veins of 
richer ore. It is expected that the low 
grade ore will average about 1 per cent. 
The plant now in operation will treat 
daily from 20 to SO tons. The market for 
quicksilver is practically unlimited, as 
besides the great consumption of the 
metal in mining, in the arts and for 
other purposes, there is a large demand 
for it in China for the manufacture of 
vermillion. 

Attention is again being directed to 
the neighborhood of Rockford, many of 
tho old mineral claims having been 
relocated and others staked out as well. 
It is reported that among the recent dis- 
coveries are two distinct lodes, each 
ibout twelve feet in width and showing 
y. Rockford is on the road 
mloops and S pence's Bridge, 
about thirty miles to the south of the 
former place.

Last 
week there waa shipped from Arrow- 
head a consignment of Silver Cup ore to 
the Tacoma smelter. The shipment was 
one of twenty tons, and was of an aver- 
age value of $400 per ton. The silver 
ores of that district are as rich in silver 
as those of tho Slocan, and go well also 
in gold.

ignored. 

Any resolutions referring to the sub- 
ject can be forwarded to me, and com- 
mittees appointed could report at the 
annual meeting of the Dairymen's Asso- 
ciation, which will probably bo held 
about the end of January in Victoria.

New Canadian Loan. 
Toronto, Dec. 15. — The Ottawa cor- 
respondent of the Mail-Empire says it is 
regarded as altogether likely that with- 
in tho next few months the government 
will float a new loan on the British mar- 
ket, for which there is parliamentary 
authority. Tho amount borrowed will 
,bo about ten millions, or perhaps more, 
judging from the present outlook.

The sooner the citizens get rid of blather- 
skite councillors, men who can do noth- 
ing but talk and who make a mess of the 
work which it is their duty to do, the 
better for them and for the future of the 
city. "What better is this city for all the 
jabber which its aldermen have indulged 
in during the last three or four years? 
It would have been better for Victoria if 
the men had been dumb and spent the 
time in working which they wasted in 
talking.

THE OFFICIAL COUNT. 

According to the official returns, tho 
number of votes cast for McKinley elec- 
ors was 7,122,724 and the number cast 
for those of Bryan U,-1'JS,S57. These fig- 
ures give McKinley a majority of 632,- 
807. This is considerably less than tho 
million that wae claimed for hiui a short 
time after the day of election. There 
were four other candidates for the Presi- 
dency — Palmer, Levering, Matchett and 
Bentley. These obtained respectively 
125,037, 125,173, 10,016 and 9,665 votes. 
Palmer was the candidate of tho Old 
Democrats, who repudiated the candi- 
dacy of Bryan. The Populists voted for 
Bryan for President and Watson for 
Vice President in quite a number of the 
states ; but the figures we have given are 
Bryan's whole vote. 

The vote of the Electoral College will 
not be in proportion to the popular vote. 
'If the McKinley electors," says theNew 
York Herald, "'should receive the certifi- 
cates, his vote as tho figures now stand 
will be 270 and Bryan 171 ; : ' that 



LET US UNITE. 

Tt is to tho interest of all the inhabi- 
tants of Victoria that its affairs be well 
conducted by competent men, who have 
no other object in view than the welfare 
and the convenience of the citizens. 
Those who try to make the electors be- 
lieve that the interests of the rich men 
of the city are opposed to and different 
from the interests of those who are not 
so well off are either ignorant and un- 
thinking or they are deliberately and for 
their own selfish purposes endeavoring 
to set one class against another. 

It does not take much thinking or 
deep thinking to convince an honest 
man of average intelligence that the 
citizens who are not rich suffer quite as 
much from bad city government as those 
who are rich. If, for instance, the 
streets of the city are not kept in proper 
repair, if they are dirty and uneven, and 
if loose stones are allowed to lie on them 
from one month's end to the other, who 
are most inconvenienced, the people who 
are very well off, or those who have 
enough to do to make both ends meet? 
The hard working mechanic and his 
family have to use the streets quite as 
much as his rich neighbor. His wife 
and daughters are as greatly incon- 
venienced by the mud and the 
dust as are the wife and daughters 
of the millionaire, and they are 
less able to get new garments in place 
of those that are spoiled by the mud and 
the dust. The cabman's or the dray- 
man's horses are as easily lamed by the 
loose stones on the streets as are those 
of the richest man in town, and, as all 
know, the injury to the animal or the 
vehicle which would be a trifle to tho 
rich man, would be a serious misfortune 
to the poor one. 

The citizens who are not well off need 
police protection and well lighted streets 
quite as much, if not more than their 
richer neighbors. Good, sweet, pure 
water is as necessary in tho household 
of the carpenter or the black- 
smith as it is in that of the 
doctor, thtf merchant, or the lawyer; and 
ao, of all the departments of the city 
Government, the householder who has 
just enough to live on derives quite as 
much benefit from their being made 
efficient and kept in good order, as the 
largest property owner in the city. We 
venture to say that the delay in replac- 
ing the Point Ellice bridge caused great- 
er inconvenience and loss to the class of 
citizens who are not considered well-to- 
do than to those who are believed to be 
in good circumstances. 

If this city of Victoria had a city gov- 
ernment that knew how to make the 
most of its resources and that had no 
other object than to make it what it 
ought to be, and it could easily be made 
to be, the pleasantest place to live in in 
the Dominion of Canada, who, we ask, 
would derive the most benefit from the 
change? We have no hesitation in 
answering the wage-earners, the shop- 
keepers and the tradesmen. They 
would receive the full benefit of all the 
city improvements which would make 
their lives pleasanter and more comfort- 
able, and there being a large class of 
wealthy residents who would, for the 
sake of the climate, come to the city 
from all parts of not only the Do- 
minion, but ihe continent, employment 
would be more easily obtained than 
it is now, trade would be brisker, and 
money would bo moro plentiful. Im- 
agine the change that a large leisure 
class who had plenty of money to spend 
would make in this city. And such a 
duss would on account of Victoria's 
.many advantages be attracted here if it 
itvere only blessed with a city govern- 



offended or angry gods, and if the fain 
ine continued a human victim waB 
placed on the altar. "As lately as the 
famine of 1800, such a sacrifice was 
offered at a railway station within 25 
miles of Calcutta— a boy's head with 
staring eyes and clotted tongue being 
left before the idol, decked with flowers. " 

But the educated Hindus although 
they have not changed their religion 
have ceased to offer sacrifices. They be- 
lieve that the famine has been sent as a 
punishment for their sins and they also 
believe that all merely human means 
that are used to avert it are futile. They 
believe that tho only way by which the 
offended deity can bo appeased is by re- 
pentance and prayer. 

There are rationalistic Hindus, who at- 
tribute the famine to strictly natural 
causes and who believe that the only 
effectual way to lessen the sufferings of 
the people and to bring about a return 
of plenty is by the use of means devised 
by human skill and forethought. These 
rationalists appear to be greatly in the 
minority among the native population of 
India. The great majority take the 
supernatural view and exhort the peo- 
ple to repent and to study their reli- 
giouB books, in order that their punish- 
ment may be lightened. When the pro- 
spect began to look serious, early in 
October, •' The Indian Mirror" had a 
Btriking article headed "The present 
visitations of God are a punishment for 
our sins." This is how the London 
Times describes the articles that ap- 
peared in that sheet, written, it must be 
remembered, by a " heathen," for tile 
edification of heathens : 

" Amid so many perils," it wrote, 
" what can we puny mortals do but pray 
for the mitigation of the Divine wrath? I 
Human efforts at best must prove tin- | 
availing. We have repeatedly urged 
that it is because of thp sins both of the 
rulers and tho ruled that these visita- 
tions of God come upon a country. This 
is a Shastric axiom." When the outlook 
darkened, the Indian Mirror, as chief 
organ of the Congress party in Bengal, 
appealed with increasing earnestness 
" to all classes of our countrymen, and 
to Hindus in particular, to cultivate 
their spiritual nature; that being the 
only means by which the present disas- 
ters can be averted." It finds those 
disasters have been inflicted " for no 
other reason but that we have forgotten 
our Shastras and have been immersed 



contemporary denominates " the Amer- 
ican stupid style of voting." A style 
which would give tho office to the candi- 
date who might be largely in the minor- 
ity appears a good deal worse than mere- 
ly " si upid." 

An examination of the popular vote 
must convince those who deride Bryan 
and tiie cause he advocates, that the op- 
ponents of free silver can hardly afford 
to despise the Boy Orator aud his follow- 
ing. A cause that can command six 
millions and a half of votes in the I'ni- 
ted StateB is not to be laughed at. The 
aggregate of the votes polled did not 
reach fourteen millions, and of these 
nearly six millions and a half were poll- 
ed for Bryan and free silver. It is quite 
within the possibilities that when the 
next Presidential election is held more 
than half of the votes will he cast for the 
free silver candidate, for heresies, finan- 
cial and other, are, in the United States, 
vcrv lonc-'.ived.

too much in unreal concerns. Modern 
science can neither alleviate nor explain 
the cause of tho sufferings which we owe 
to our Karma," i.e., to the Divine se- 
quence of moral cause and effect. " The 
golden treasures which our great Rishis 
have preserved for us in the Shastras are 
lying despised. ... It is for their 
unrighteousness the Hindus are suffer- 
ing to-day. We have provoked tho gods, 
and they are punishing us not too 
severely for our sine. There is no sub- 
ject of human concern about which we 
cannot get knowledge from our Scrip 
turpB. .Neither 

nor municipal debates," concludes the 
article, "can rescue the nation in the 
absence of righteousness." 

In another article the Hindu editor 
wrote : 

Human efforts are unavailing before 
the visitations of Providence. Modern 
science with its endless sophisms and 
shibboleths is too weak a weapon to 
strike clown the calamities which God 
inflicts on the human race. . . . Ke- 
pent and reform. Our Hindu country- 
men should at this juncture turn over 
the pages of their sacred books ana see 
for themselves what are the causes which 
give rise to such calamities. Select 
passages from the Shastras with transla- 
tions in English and ihe vernaculars 
should he circulated broadcast. 

Our readers cannot but see that the 
above is very much like what an earnest 
Christian teacher would say under 
similar circumstances. The writer in 
the Times seems to be struck by the re- 
semblance, for ho ends his article with 
the following passage : 

Such men believe that true Hinduism 
is to be found by appealing back from 
medieval corruptions to the spirit of 
their ancient texts. They have onlv to 
carry the process far onongh on lines 
selected by themselves to arrive at one 
of themostpbilosophicsystemsof theism 
which the world has seen. Such a sys- 
tem sees in the present famine a Divine 
punishment for sin. It seeks escaue, 
not by unavailing human eflorfs (al- 
though it demands that the officials ahull 
do their utmost), hut from the mercy of 
the gods. It implores that mercy, not 
by sacrilicial rites, but by self-repent- 
ance and a general supplication to tlie 
Deity. For it recognizes, constantly and 
consistently, that behind and beyond 
the popular forms in which the Divine 
may be worshipped lies the one self-ex- 
istent Oiod. The present crisis has 
brought into prominence the fact that

R. trans-Pacific liner Empress*of India 
Capt. O. P. Marshall, R.N.R., made fast 
to the outer wharf, completing a fast and 
pleasant, trip from the land of the Mik 
ado.

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Testimony Continued by the United 
States in Opposition to the 
" Carolena's " Claim. 


Captain Raynor Gives His Version 
of "What Happened After the 
Vessel Was Seized. 



The examination of Captain Raynor, 
begun on Monday, was continued yester- 
day before the Behring Sea Claims Com- 
mission and took up a largo part of the 
session. Many questions were asked 
him by Mr. Warren for the United 
States, with the object of showing that 
after the seizures in 1886 the captains and 
mates of the schooners wore not harshly 
treated at Sitka or Ounalaska by the 
United Stales authorities. Ho and the 
others, including Capt. Ogilvieand Mate 
Blake of the Carolena, were allowed to 
sleep In the jury room at Sitka, he said, 
because ttiey preferred it to sleeping in 
the schooners ; they had their own bed- 
ding and the food was good. Capt. 
Ogilvie, who was ill at Ounalaska, re- 
ceived proper attention from the sur- 
geon of the Corvin, and was taken by 
him to Sitka, where Ogilvie got well 
enough to go about with the other seal- 
ers. One day he was missed from the 
jury room and was afterwards found, 
back of tiie Indian village dead, with his 
throat cut and a razor in his hand, as if 
he had commit teed suicide. The wit- 
ness was one of the sealers sen- 
tenced at Sitka and did not hear 
the judge call the sealers "robbers" 
as stated by Margotitch in his evidence. 
After the trial the captains and mates 
convicted were con lined for fifteen days 
in the jury room, though by asking per- 
mission of the marshal they were allow- 
ed to walk about the town. There was 
a guard at the court house for a few 
days, but he never stopped them from 
going where they pleased. 

Asked as to the cost of fitting out a 
schooner for a sealing cruise the witness 
gave horn $8 to $10 a month per man as 
the cost of provisions. He stated, too, 
that he was acquainted with the value 
of vessels at San Francisco and Seattle 
in 1SSG and 1SS7, and thought the Caro- 
lena would have been worth then about 
$1,000 or $1,200. He based this -esti- 
mate on the values at San Francisco and 
Puget Sound, excluding Victoria. The 
witness thought the amount named of 
the supplies on the Carolena unreason- 
able, but cross-examined by Mr. Bod- 
well said he knew nothing of the prices 
of provisions in Victoria in 1SSG 
and 1887. He remembered the 
quantity of provisions on the 
inventory made by the United States 
officers after the capture of the Carolena, 
but gave as his reason for not remem- 
bering any of the other items that he 
had paid more attention to the provi- 
sions at the time. His experience was 
that in no successive years could one re- 
ly in finding seal at the same place in 
Behring sea. 

Edward P, Miner, master mariner, of 
Seattle, stated that in 1880 and 18S7 the 
majority of vessels engaged in the seal- 
ing business were supplied from San 
Francisco, and the value of sealing ves- 
sels were fixed there for the Coast. His 
estimate of the cost of the living per 
man on a sealing cruise was about $10 a 
month. He had seen the Carolena ly- 
ing on the beach at Ounalaska in 1888. 
and considered her model very old- 
fashioned. In good condition, taking 
into consideration that fihe was built in 
1861, he thought her value would be 50 
per cent, lower than that of t Sesame 
class of modern vessel with « good 
mode!. Until 18S7 he had no business 
dealings at Victoria, and was not ac- 
quainted with the prices of goods here. 

The cross-examination of this witness 
.by Sir Charles H. Tapper was not liri- 
ished when the time came for adjourn- 
ment. 



probably sever her commercial connec- 
tion with Great Britain. Conservative 
governments have always been desirouB 
to negotiate a commercial treaty with 
the States on equal terms without an 
unequal surrender of any rights, and 
without cringing or begging for favoiB 
from Washington. Any sneers from 
Mr. Daviea on this score can bo set down 
for what they are worth. 

During the Mackenzie administration 
one of the greatest of the Liberal 
leaders, the late George Brown, was sent 
to Washington to negotiate a treaty. 
The attitude he assumed there, whether 
on his •" knees " or on all fours I know 
not; but the result of his mission was a 
failure — for which no blame was at- 
tached by the Conservatives. I predict 
that the present government will also 
fail in securing a treaty unless prepared 
to surrender many Canadian rights and 
join in discrimination against Great 
Britain. 

Mr. Davies boasts that the Liberals 
will give the country " clean and honest 
government." It is earnestly to be 
hoped they will do so — if they do, they 
will have to reverse the record they in- 
scribed on the pages of history from 187-1 
to 187S. Mr. Davies, Mr. Blair and Mr. 
Tarte have made a very poor commence- 
ment in the practice of the attributes 
founded on honesty — to wit, justice and 
fair play — when they take the word of 
hungry spies and despicable informers 
as sufficient evidence and reason for de- 
priving poor men of their bread and re- 
ducing them and their families to the 
verge of starvation. 

In promising (dean government and 
guarding zealously the public treasury, 
Mr. Davies forgot to tell his audience 
last Friday night that the Mackenzie 
government appointed him one of the 
counsel on the Halifax commission, 
arising out of the " treaty at Washing- 
ton." that for six weeks services ho 
was offered the very large fee of $0,000, 
which he declared as inadequate; asked 
and sued for $25,000 and finally com- 
promised for $14,000. How do these 
figures suit the idea of our Liberal 
friends? Are they " honest and clean," 
or are they over-reaching and exorbit- 
ant? Which is the most dishonest — to 
over-reach, or to steal? These twd ac- 
complishments are closely allied, are 
they not. You will see how very disin- 
terested and modest Mr. Davie3 was in 
dealing with public funds, where and 
when his private interests were con- 
cerned. What would the legitimate fee 
he in a private case of the same dura- 
tion? Probably $1,000 or $1,500.

To titfi Editor: — The Liberal party 
in this province ought to be much grati- 
fied at that courteous and civil treaf- 
ment accorded the Hon. Mr. Davies by 
your Conservative journal, and by many 
of the leading Conservatives of Victoria, 
who showed him that respect due to a 
minister of the crown. Considering all 
this, was Mr. Davie3 justified, in cold 
blood, in throwing into the arena of a 
non-political meeting an apple of dis- 
cord, after the victory won and the cool- 
ing of the heat of a general election? 
He did not come here on a political 
mission, but on a business one, conse- 
quently it would have been wiser had he 
exercised more discretion, and not laid 
himself open to justifiable criticism. 

Conservatives cannot very well allow 
his public speech of last Friday to paBs 
unnoticed. First of all his allusion to 
the treitty of 185-1 has been fairly met in 
your article of the 13tb, in which you 
clearly show that the condition of af- 
fairs in the United States and Canada 
forty years ago were entirely different 
from what they are to-day — that a treaty 
on the lines of that of 185-1 cannot be 
looked for. During the last years of 
that commercial arrangement Canada 
reaped the largest benefit owing, not to 
any stioke of statesmanship, but to ex- 
traordinary and unforeseen circumstan- 
ces. A civil war raged in the States; 
farmers turned their ploughshares into 
swords; manufactures were paralyzed; 
production of all kinds almost ceased — 
giving Canada an unloosed for opportu- 
nity of disposing of her products in a 
highly remunerative market. 

No statesman would seek to draw a 
comparison between the condition of 
things then and now — who has a proper 
conception of the present position of the 
two countries. Sir Richard Cartwright'a 
policy out of office and that of many 
other Liberals ranged between " com- 
mercial union and unrestricted reci- 
procity " and " free trade as it is in 
England," either of which if given 
effect to would play into the hands of 
the United States; place Canada at the 
greatest disadvantage, and weaken and

THE PEOPLE'S RAILWAY. 

To rin: Editor: — During the next 
few days Hon. Mr. Blair, minister of 
railways and canals, in the Dominion 
government, will he in our midst. Mr. 
Blair is making the trip at this inclem- 
ent season for the purpose of obtaining 
information in respect to railway mat- 
ters in this province, which shall 
guide the actions of the cabinet 
during the next session of the Dominion 
parliament. There are not wanting evi- 
dences, and it was frankly admitted by 
the Hon. Mr. Davies, that in the East it 
is supposed that if the Crow's Nest road 
were built a great work would be done 
for British Columbia. That may be true 
and it may be admitted to some extent, 
but it is certainly not regarded in that 
light by that portion of British Colum- 
bia, whose representatives count 
in the parliament of to-day. The 
Crow's Nest Road without a road 
to the coast as part of the same system 
and under independent control of the 
C. P. R., is not asked for by nine-tenths 
of the people of this province. In fact, 
with the Crow's Nest road only, the pro- 
vince will have to undertake "all the re- 
sponsibilities oi governoi"ntol" the Koot- 
enay' country, while ill the advantages 
of its fcrV" and walt'i will he handed 
over to anohi," ccsiionof the Dominion.

Earle, M.P., and 
I take it that Mr. Davies went from that 
meeting feeling that railway connection 
with Kootenay was not a very burning 
question in Victoria. Let us not make 
such a stupid mistake with Mr. Blair 
but, irrespective of politics, arouse our- 
selves to action and impress upon him 
the views we ourselves have on this 
question.

ALEXANDER SALV1NI. 

Death of the Famous Romantic Actor at His 
Father's Villa in Florence. 

Victorians who looked forward to a 
dramatic treat on the evenings of Janu- 
ary 111 and 20, when Alexander Salvini 
was to have presented two of his latest 
and most successful plays, will learn with 
keen regret that this favorite actor, the 
foremost exponent of romantic roles of 
the present decade, passed from the 
stage of human affairs yesterday morn- 
ing, at his famous father's villa in Flor- 
ence. He had been ill with some affec- 
tion of the throat for several months, 
and his exit was not unlooked for. The 
career of Salvini, the younger, as be was 
not infrequently called, extended over 
not more than ten busy years, although 
blessed by nature with a magnificent ap- 
pearance and by heredity with superior 
dramatic taste and talent he had already 
won recognition as the foremost roman- 
tic actor of iiia time, and wits, during the 
last year of his stage experience, harves- 
ting the more worthy laurels of the true 
tragedian. His first appearance in an 
English part was with the old standard 
melo-dratna "Storm Beaten," a drama- 
tization of Robert Buchanan's "God and 
the Man," in which he assumed the 
role of Christian Christianson, an Anglo- 
Saxon child of the people, whose physi- 
cal characteristics were all at discord 
with those of the impetuous young eon 
of Italy. His secret reason for associa- 
ting himself with this attraction was 
that its star was at the time petite and 
pretty Maude Dixon — and she had al- 
ready won Salvini's heart. Their ro- 
mance blossomed brightly and matured 
two years ago when they were married. 
Unlike the majority of stage folk they 
remained inseparable until the end 
came, "the little wife," as her big, 
handsome husband always lovingly re- 
ferred to her in their circle of private 
acquaintances, remaining at his bedside 
until tbe last scene of the tragedy of life 
was over and the curtain of death had 
descended.

TJ1E CUBAN SITUATION. 

Powerful Speech by Senator Morgan in Con- 
gress-Motion for Correspondence. 

Washington, Dec. 15.— Senator Mor- 
gan, of Alabama, hold the attention of 
the senate and well tilled galleries for an 
hour to-day by his earnest advocacy of a 
strong and decisive policy in dealing 
with the Cuban question. The promin- 
ence of Mr. Morgan in tho Cuban debate 
of last session, when ho had charge of the 
Cuban resolutions reported from the com- 
mittee on foreign relations, gave special 
interest to his speech to. day. He spoke 
ill dispassionate style, although his 
words had a directness and severity in 
picturing the horrors existing in Cuba, 
such us is seldom heard in the Senate. 
Mr. Morgan spoke freely of tho possibil- 
ities of war, welcoming it if necessary to 
guarantee the protection of American 
citizens. He asserted that Spains bank- 
ruptcy would prevent the collection of 
any indemnity for wrongs. 

The Senator questioned the wisdom of 
the President's position, that the grant- 
ing of belligerent rights would be "un- 
timely." .Mr. Morgan's views on the 
line of action, which should be adopted, 
was summed up in the following: 
" Although I believe belligerent rights 
should be accorded the Cubans, inas- 
much as the President prefers a more 
coercive policy, and has warned Spain 
that the time is near at hand for decis- 
ive action. I w ill support him in any 
movement that will save our people in 
that island from further outrages. I will 
not obstruct his course with questions of 
propriety, but will follow the colors when 
planted by tho President on the ad- 
vanced ground that the concession of 
belligerent rights has become " 
timely " and that our duty now de- 
mands active intervention. If that 
crumbles away 1 will again fall back to 
the position that a just care for our own 
people requires us to declare an armed 
neutrality, ready to assail either belli- 
gerent that indicts wrong on our own 
people. If the President should eay the 
time has arrived, the hour has struck, 
would any American be so base en not 
to hold up hia hands while the battle is 
raging?" 

in conclusion, Mr. Morgan Eaid : " In 
this condition of i in potency, to establish 
permanent peace in Cuba and perman- 
ent security for our own people, while 
the Spanish monarchy is dominant in 
that island, we have no alternative but 
the single choice between the continu- 
ous repetition of the evils portrayed in 
the message of tho President, 
or a base humiliation and cruel 
delay on our part, while' 
pine and destruction are rampant 
in Cuba, in the hope that some fortunate 
turn in events may relievo us from a 
debt that wo owe to humanity, to 
Christian civilization, to tho spirit and 
traditions of our country and our people, 
and to tho lives and liberties of our 
people in Cuba, who are now 
held by the cruel power of Spain. 
I do not rely upon any authority 
for what I have ■ said beyond the 
President's message and the report of 
the secretary of state. The facts are in- 
controvertible and our duty is plain ; if 
we fail to act on them, we take the re- 
sponsibility of a delay to perform a 
plain duly .a the expense of our people 
whoso lives are in constant peril." 

At the close of Mr. .Morgan's speech 
his resolution was adopted as follows : 

" Resolved, That the President is re- 
quested, if it is not in his opinion in- 
compatible with the public service, t> 
send to the senate copies of the papers 
relating to the condition of affairs in the 
island of Cuba which are referred to in 
the report of the Secretary of State 
that accompanies his last annual message 
as papers collected in the annual volume 
entitled "Foreign relations of the 
I". S.", and also a statement of the sev- 
eral amounts of claims lodged in the de- 
partment of state by citizens of tiie Uui- 
led States against Spain, growing out of 
the alleged insurrection in the island of 
Cuba, and also all con espondence wan 
the Spanish government, relating to the 
veseei called the Competitor and the poi - 
sons captured with or near that 
vessel, with a statement of the 
charges in any court in Spain or 
Cuba against said persons, and the pro-

SPAIN STILL PASSIVE. 



Gen. Weyler's Statement Regarding 
Maceo'sj Death— "He Was Not 
Killed in Ambush." 



Resolutions Introduced in Congress 
—Cuban Expeditions Forming; 
in the United States. 



Loxi;on, Dec. 15. — The Times com- 
menting on the Cuban situation ex- 
presses the hope that the Spaniards will 
continue to disregard the vituperation 
of jingo senators and abstain from im- 
itating them, adding: "Tho American 
government maintains the correct and 
neutral attitude. As long iib it does 
Spain can afford to smile at Senator 
Chandler's off-hand recognition of the 
Cuban republic." 

The tilobo says : '"When these wild 
men rave at England, British feeling re- 
gards them as amusing lunatics, whose 
grotesque antics do not carry danger to 
either country, but the Spanish are 
more easy inflamed to anger, and there 
is some danger of Spain falling 
into, the trap when tho practical 
Laurada reaches Valencia. Spain has 
endured much contumely from the 
great republic, but there are many indi- 
cations that this passive submission to 
insult will not last much longer. It 
would bo well, therefore, for the Wash- 
ington government to place restraint on 
Senator Chandler and his colleagues. If 
Spain is goaded to uphold her honor by 
arms, a naval war might have Results 
not at all agreeable to the American 
Chauvinists." 

A special copyrighted cablegram to the 
World from Madrid, via Bayonne, 
Prance, says: "The European govern- 
ments friendly to Spain are much im- 
pressed by the killing of Antonio Maceo, 
and strongly recommended Spain to 
adop a course which shall ward oil' inter- 
vention in Cuba by America." 

The World's correspondent at Havana 
sent last night the following statement 
from General Woyler, on Macco's death : 
" Havana, Dec. 14, — Maceo died as a re' 
suit of the feeble state in which were the 
insurgents' band in Havana province. 
Doubtless, before t ho sudden attacks and 
constant persecution of the battalion at 
San Quintine, they were losing ground. 
To re-organize these bands he put him- 
self at their head, and for this he died, 
with a part of the stall' accompanying 
him. In the same manner have died 
many generah in wars all over the 
world. 

" Maceo was not killed in ambush. My 
assertion can be proved by fact. The 
Spanish column which fought against 
the forces had to maintain itself against 
the fire of the insurgents and the insur- 
gents were strong enough in number to 
re-take the bodies of Maceo and the son 
of Maximo Gomez, which they carried 
away from the field. Maceo was sur- 
rounded by his own men, who embark- 
ed with him and passed- the troclia, as 
affirmed by hia own physician, Dr. Zer- 
tucha. 

" It is not true that Maceo was cominc 
for a conference with me. I can prove 
it by two reasons. The first is, if I was 
in the province of Pinar del Rio, how 
could I summon him to the province of 
Havana? The second is, knowing my- 
self the situation in which Maceo was In 
Pinar del Rio, knowing his situation to 
be so desperate that he asked help of the 
rebel forces in other parts of the island, 
1 would not be so innocent as to agree to 
a conference with him in a place where 
ho would be out of the trocha Once in 
Havana he would have broken the circle 
in '.vhioh I had him and his forces in 
Pinar del Rio. Maceo died as fall all who 
command forces, who, at the sight of the 
enemy fly away. This discouraged band 
was brought to Havana with the hope of 
making a light. ■ Any other chief -in 
similar circumstances, as his men dis- 
banded, would' be sure, to die, and that 
is what happened Maceo. (Signed) 
Weyler." 

Prom all parts of the United States, 
Mexico and Paris telegrams have been 
received by the Cuban junta and pro- 
minent Cubans of New York, expressing 
sympathy with Cuba and offering finan- 
cial assistance to tho men who are mak- 
ing the light for liberty.

critical condition of affairs in Cuba. The 
governor's message contains a suggestion 
that the President invite President- 
elect McKinley to Washington to discuss 
the most feasible plan to bo followed by 
the President concerning the attitude of 
the United States towards Cuba, during 
the remainder of President Cleveland's 
term of office. 

Wabotkgton, Dec. 15. — Representative 
Woodman, of Illinois, to-day introduced 
a resolution directing the President to 
intervene in Cuban affairs, Tho resolu- 
tion after reciting General Macco's assas- 
sination and Spanish cruelties in Cuba, 
sayB the President has failed to carry 
out the wishes of the people. The Presi- 
dent is directed to express severe con- 
demnation of the Spanish methods of 
warfare, and tho probable murder of 
Maceo, ami to recognize the indepen- 
dence of Cuba and demand Spain to 
withdraw all troops from Cuban soil, 
lie is also directed to take proper steps 
to see that this demand is carried out. 

Mr. Call presented a resolution yester- 
day denouncing the killing of Maceo as 
follows: " Resolved, that the killing of 
General Maceo, the renowned general of 
the republic of Cuba, if true, while un- 
der a flag of truce and with assurance of 
safety from the Spanish captain general, 
was a violation of the rules of civilized 
war, an outrage, base treachery, mur- 
der, cowardly and disgraceful, which 
demands the execration of every gov- 
ernment and all people of the world, 
whether civilized or savage; tho gov- 
ernment which authorizes, permits, fails 
to punish the assassins who were con- 
nected in any way with the guilt of this 
crime, with the extreme penalty of the 
law, is an outcast from tho family of na- 
tions and from tho pale of civilization. 
That the committee on foreign relations 
be directed to make inquiry as to the 
facts and report to the senate at an early 
day 

Denveb, Col., Dec. 15. — It is claimed 
by the leaders of the movement to send 
troops from Colorado to fight for Cuban 
independence that over 1,000 names 
have already been enrolled. John Mc 
Andrews, the middle of the road popu 
list candidate for attorney-general ii 
the recent election, has been chosen 
commander with the title of colonel. 
In reference to these plans Mr. Mc 
Andrews eaid: "The volunteers will 
not leave Denver in small bodies by 
stealth as originally proposed, neither 
are they likely to go to the gulf coast on 
railroad trains. Instead they will move 
overland either on foot or on horseback 
picking up tributary armies along the 
lino of march, until reaching Florida 
They will be swelled to such a mighty 
host that the United States authorities 
will not caro or dare to interfere with 
their embarkation for Cuba." 

Col. McAndrews further asserted that 
interference with their plans would, he 
believed, precipitate a revolution in this 
country. Aside from the regiment of 
Cuban volunteers being organized here 
under the leadership of McAndrews, a 
company of three hundred men has 
been quietly raised by Dr. L. Darnell 
surgeon of the Darnell sanitarium. The 
company is now ready to start for Cuba 
as soon as arrangements can be made for 
transportation to the island. 

Jacksonville, Fla., Dec. 15. — Every 
indication points to the departure to- 
day or to-morrow of another Cuban ex- 
pedition steamer. The Commodore has 
received permission to leave port and is 
now lying at one of the railway wharves 
preparatory to taking on munitions of 
war. After loading the arms, the own 
ers of the steamer will demand clearance 
papers for a Cuban port, on authority of 
the decision of Attorney-General Hart, 
and the customs house officials are ex- 
pected to grant the clearance. If the 
steamer shall be seized by a revenue 
cutter the owners of the vessel will turn 
it over to the government and then in 
stitute a suit to recover the value of the 
vessel and cargo. The Three Friends 
and Dauntless are expected to follow the 
example of the Commodore, so that 
there are indications of considerable ac- 
tivity in filibustering circles during the 
coming week. 

Boston, Mass., Dec. 15. — Eighty-five 
men, well up in drill, left Boston last 
night for Culm, where they will fight in 
the insurgent army. They are under 
the command of Louis Marshal, of East 
Boston, who was a corporal in the Union 
army during the rebellion. 

Butts, Mont., Dec. 15. — One hundred 
and six able bodied men of Butte, signed 
the roll which calls them to aid the 
Cuban insurgents. The command 
readyto move at a moment's notice. 

iKansas City, Dec. 15. — Prof. High- 
tower is organizing a company of youn 
men to go to Cuba to join the insurgents'? 

WEYLER UNPOPULAR. 

Discontent in Government Circles— Will 
Shortly Be Relieved— Trial of the 
Competitor's Crew. 

Madrid, Dec. 15.— According to sur- 
face indications, Captain-General Wey- 
ler will shortly be relieved of his com 
mand in Cuba. The discontent with 
him is noticeable even in the govern- 
ment organs. They say that, in- 
stead of going to Havana to 
ceive an unmerited ovation, he 
ought to have continued the military 
operations in the province of Pinar del 
Rio. A bad impression has also been 
created here by the despatches of the 
Spanish correspondents at Havana an- 
nouncing that General Weyler has sup- 
pressed all despatches referring to the 
ovation in Spain inbonorof Major Ciru- 
jeda. It is supposed that the Captain- 
General's 'action was due to jealousy, 
and it is currently reported that the 
government is disposed to replace him 
ny General Marin, now governor of the 
Cuban province of Porto Rico. 

Havana, Dec. 15.— Captain General 
Weyler has published a decree regard- 
ing the circumstances of Antonio .Ma- 
cco's death. This decree says that Ma- 
cro's body is buried near Bejucal, be- 
tween Santiago de las Vegas and Ricon, 
in the province of Havana. 

The Spanish trans-Atlantic liner Al- 
fonso Doco has arrived here wi th 1 ,740 
recruits, being the last of the 25,000 rein- 
forcements dispatched from Spain in the 
last three weeks. The fortifications of t lie 
town of Guanbacoa, just across tho bay 
flora Havana, upon which attacks have 
been made several times recently by 
raiding parties of insurgents, are being 
actively pushed.

stapes and consequently, according 
to Spanish law, tho proceedings are 
yet private. It is expected that the case 
will shortly pass into open court, when 
all the features of the case will bo made 
public. The stories circulated in the 
I'nited States of the secret trial, sen- 
tencing and the approaching execution 
of the prisoners are wholly false. 

The United States consulate in this 
city is under a special guard of armed 
policemen. This precaution is taken by 
tho Spanish authorities, owing to tbe 
fear that tho indignation expressed by 
Spanish sympathizers against the United 
States would find vent in an attack 
upon tho consulate. There have 
been fresh signs of the hostile feeling 
against the United States in view of th 
news from there of'the ardent sympathy 
felt with the insurgents over tbe death 
of Antonio Maceo and the allegations 
there of the manner in which he was 
killed. In the absence of Consul 
General Lee, the consulate is in charge 
of the vice-consul general, Joseph A. 
Springer. 

MORE RAILWAY TROUBLE. 

The Soo Line Announces Cut Rates for the 
j Holidays. 

Chicago, Dec. 15.— Tho Soo line has 
made more trouble for the Western 
board by announcing that from Decem- 
ber 15 to 31 it will make a rate of one 
faro for the round trip from 
St. Paul and Minneapolis, to 
Montreal and all points in 
Eastern Canada, Nova Scotia and New 
England. The tickets are to havo a final 
return limit of three months from the 
late of sale. It is thought by the

CHARGED WITH MURDER. 

Proceedings for the Extradition of Mrs. 
Sternaman to Canada. 

Uttca, N.Y., Dec. 15.— In the U. S. , 
circuit court here this afternoon Judge 
Cose heard argument in the Sternaman 
extradition case. The prisoner's appear- 
ance was waived by consent. Mrs. Olive 
Sternaman, accused of poisoning 
lier husband in Cayuga, Cana- 
da, was held by Commissioner Fairchild 
at Buffalo for extradition. Her lawyers 
in the proceedings to-day moved by 
writs of iiabeas corpus and certiorari to 
review the proceedings before the coint 
missioner. The attorneys on both sides 
agreed as to the jurisdiction of the U. S. 
court in the premises. Mr. 
Thayer, who made ■ the opening 
argument, quoted tho extradition 
treaty between tne United States and 
Great Britain to the effect that defendant 
could not be extradited except on such 
evidence as would bold her for 
trial in this country, not on 
such evidence as would hold 
her to await tho action of the 
grand jury. The defendant's attorney 
presented evidence taken at the coron- 
er's inquest that competent physicians 
Baid that no arsenic had been adminis- 
tered before death and that the arsenic 
found in the body after death might 
havo been put in by tho undertaker 
when he embalmed tbe remains.
